Tribune, which adds "if President Harding stands for reelection, it is scarcely fair to handicap him as was 
President Taft in'1912 by the Payne-Aldrich Act." "This bill," declares the Kansas City Star, is a serious 
economic mistake," the immediate effect of which wi 11 be to increase the cost of hying. The fanner, it adds, 
will find that the protection offered his products "is an illusion" while "the protection on what he has to buy 
will be real."

with many thousands of Ind'vldual 
specimens, had already become one 
of the best In the country and was 
the object of interest among scien- 
tists.

THE CORN BORER. 


The corn borer, another very de- 


structive pest which has been Im- 
ported from Europe, threatens to 
make the raising of corn unprofit- 
able in large sections of this coun- 
try. 
In Europe corn could profitably 


be grown In large areas were It not 
for the ravages of this pest. 


Dr. Benjamin called attention to 


the fact that In Its native haunts an 
Insect has natural 
enemies which 


have developed but when Imported 
Into a new country they spread with- 
out this hindrance, to the serious 
damage of the various crops which 
they attack. 


VALUABLE TO NATION. 


Dr. Barnes also told the members 


of the club that 
he had ~ always 


thought that he would ^Ive this col- 
lection to some one. 
He preferred 


to have' H left in this community 
but he now realized that It would ba 
a burden to anyone else to care for 
It and Its scientific value to the na- 
tion as a whole would b£ inestimable 
if it were placed where It could be 
easily accessible In the institute at 
"Washington.

tires. 
It is a fact that after we 


learn a thing is not to be had for 
little money we somehow reconcile 
ourselves to the big money. 


IT OUGHT TO BE BEARD. 
It is strfnge that in this country 


wa don't find a more vigorous sen- 
timent for sound financing on the 
part of the government at Washing- 
ton. There is need of such senti- 
ment it the day is u> be saved; it is 
essential. If we take on the notion 
that mathematics cut no figure in 
government finances, the road ahead 
will have stretches of villainous cor- 
duroy, and we'll not like that. 


Just now Secretary Mellon Informs 


us there will be a big deficit in the

He tells this in

itself into action.

Washington get an impression that 


the public doesn't care, that maybe 
it will be all right to go ahead and 
pile up some more deficit. 


There are plenty of peojle who 


don't feel this way about It, but 
somehow they remain a speechless 
lot. 
They are like the fellow who 


didn't vote. 


AND MANY WILL SMILE. 


Judge Adams In Chicago says that 


a young married couple can live on 
$100 a month, it they love each other. 
It isn't a matter of mere guess with 
him; it is something he has learned 
in his Court of Domestic relations. 


Judge Adams' announcement will 


cause a good many people to smile. 
First, there are the couples who 
must have a great deal more money; 
they will size up the Judge as a poor 
and Inexperienced boob.

person to guess approximately what 
these responses will be. 


TROUBLE WITH MAJORITY. 


Great Britain will probably pay a 


considerable sum on account of the 
accrued Interest and express willing- 
ness to accept any terms that the 
United States may suggest about 
future 
Installments. 
Aside 
from 


Great Britain it is difficult to think 
of any one of tlie other nations that 
is likely to make any payment on ac- 
count. 


It Is just possible that the Czecho- 


slovak government may be prepared 
to do something In a small way. This 
government la about the only one of 
the various new nations set up by 
the Paris conference that has con- 
ducted its fiscal affairs In such a 
way as to qualify as a solvent debt- 
or. As a result of Czecho-Slovak 
economy and the sound management 
of its finances, it has recently been 
able to borrow several million dol- 
lars from private bankers in America 
and Great Britain. 


PROMISE TO PAT. 


Other than Great Britain and the 


Czecho-Slovak republic, It Is Impos- 
sible to expect that any oj the other 
governments In debt to the United 
States will or can make any pay- 
ment in cash. Some of them ought to 
be able to, but are not. 


Francs will probably say that she 


acknowledges the debt and expects to 
pay it, but that 
»he can give no 


definite assurances until she has 
collected more of her reparations 
from Germany, or has secured assur- 
ance of such payment on a basis de- 


pendable enough to provide grounds 
for credit. 


VARIED EXCUSES. 


Host 
of the other nations will 


give one variation or another of the 
same reply. 
The net result of all 


these responses will not be very 
great In cash, and yet, Incidentally, 
some Republican leaders in the Sen- 
ate are prepared to place so much 
confidence In the amount of these 
'collections In the immediate future 
that they hav& revived the hope of 
financing the soldiers bonus out of 
them. 


It may be possible to do this In a 


small way. Probably what Great 
Britain will pay may be enough to 
finance a mtnut* Installment on the 
soldiers' bonus. That, however, 
Is 


another story. 


MAT BE DISAPPOINTED. 


After the debt refunding commis- 


sion has received Its various ans- 
wers, the next step logically will be 
a report by the commission to Con- 
gress. That report may turn out to 
be disappointing to Congress and 
the country. So far as the country 
expects all of these debts to be re- 
funded on a normal basis at a nor- 
mal rate of interest and with install- 
ments 
beginning Immediately, the 


country Is likely to be disapolnted. 


MAT ASK MORE. 


Beyond these three steps It Is dif- 


ficult to see further into the fu- 
ture. By the time all this has taken 
place certain 
other angles of the 


European situation will be more 
clear than they are now. If those of 


the European nations who have da- 
based their currency should decide a« 
a result of tfie Genoa conference to 
stabilize their currency and other- 
wise bring their fiscal affair* to a 
sound basis, there la likely to be a 
request by some of tb.em for an ad- 
vance of a part ot the United States 
gold to serve as a basis for their new 
currency.

• WOULD BE WISE. 


At this point it is going to be nec- 


essary lor America to practice a good 
deal of wisdom. If any of those Eu- 
ropean countries show an honest dis- 
position to stop spending more than 
their Income and to stop printing 
paper money, then It would be a wise 
and statesmanlike thing for America 
to lend them some American gold 
under proper restrictions.

Condition Reported Better 


at Meredosia. 


Now that the tension caused tho 


Wabash officials by high water at 
Valley City and Meredosia is being 
somewhat relieved by a drop in the 
Illinois river, 
things commence to 


be more threatening down around 
St. Louis. 


While 
Decatur 
division 
offices 


have not yet been Informed of any 
real serious situation, yet engine 
and trainmen coming out of Brook- 
lyn on Wabash freights say the big 
dike just south of the Merchants' 
brldga on tha east side of the river 
is threatening to break. 


PROTECTS TOWNS. 


This dike holds the raging Father 


of Waters back off of .housands of 
acres of lowlands whereo. are sit- 
uated Venice, Madison, 
East 
St. 


Louis and Lovejoy or more common- 
ly known to the railroad men as 
Brooklyn. A break In the dike would 
flood the Wabash terminals as well 
as yards of many other railroads. 


The Decatur trainmen could see 


from their trains as they came along, 
a big force of laborers carrying bags 
of sand to the threatened places for 
strengthening the embankment. It 
was said some water 
was 
seeping 


through but not a great deal. Hun- 
dreds of people stood watching the 
work of saving the dike while hun- 
dreds of others, mostly colored peo- 
ple, were taking their 
household 


goods and moving out. One Wabash 
man who came out of Brooklyn on 
a short train Thursday night said 
the train was covered with colored 
people hurrying to get away for fear 
the dike would give way. 


ILLINOIS RECEDING. 


Over on the Springfield division, 


conditions at Meredosia are more 
promising with the report that the 
waters are receding some. On the 
direct line through Valley City, how- 
ever, It Is said that It probably will 
be two or three weeks after the wa- 
ter goes flown before the line Is 
ready to use.

tra.n No. 28, Kansas City to Deca- 
tur, which has been detouring by 
way of "t. Louis, will start back 
over the Springfield division but not 
tha regular route.
